ADVERTISERS  PLACED  ORDERS  TOTALING  OVER  $8,000,000  DURING  NOVEMBER 
IN  NBC -TV  DAYTIME  SCHEDULE,  ASSURING  RECORD  FIRST  QUARTER  FOR  1964 

Twenty  advertisers  have  placed  orders  totaling  more  than 
$8,000,000  during  November  in  NBC-TV's  daytime  schedule,  assuring 
record  first  quarter  sales  for  1964,  it  was  announced  today  by  James 
Hergen,  Director  of  Daytime  Sales,  NBC  Television  Network. 

In  most  cases,  the  sponsors’  campaigns  commence  shortly 
after  the  first  of  the  year  in  a  total  of  eight  daytime  programs, 
including  "Let’s  Make  a  Deal"  which  premieres  on  NBC-TV  Monday, 

Dec .  30  (2-2:25  p.m.  EST  in  color).  The  other  programs  are  "Loretta 
Young  Theatre,"  "Missing  Links,"  "Merv  Griffin’s  Word  for  Word,"  "Say 
When,"  "Your  First  Impression,"  "Make  Room  for  Daddy"  and  "The  Match 
Game . "

FROM  SECRETARY  OF  THE  ARMY 

NBC-TV's  "Today"  show  is  to  receive  a  Certificate  of 
Achievement  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  for  making  Han  outstanding 
contribution  to  public  understanding  of  the  United  States  Army 
through  the  -telecasting  of  nine  significant  documentaries  during  the 
period  July  1,  i960  and  April  3>  1963." 

The  Certificate,  signed  by  Cyrus  R.  Vance,  Secretary  of  the 
Army,  will  be  presented  to  "Today"  by  Brig.  Gen.  Raymond  L.  Shoemaker, 
Deputy  Chief  of  Information,  on  the  Thursday,  Dec.  5  telecast 
(during  the  8:30-9  a.m.  segment  of  the  7-9  a.m.  EST  program). 

"With  the  broadcast  of  these  documentaries,"  the  Certificate 
continues,  "’Today*  has  consistently  presented  an  objective  portrayal 
of  the  Army.  'Today*  has  played  a  vital  role  in  accurately  depicting 
events  and  activities  of  the  modern  U.S.  Army.  Each  segment  stimulated 
public  interest  in  the  Army,  its  versatility  and  its  readiness  to 
accomplish  all  assigned  missions." 

Among  the  features,  which  were  presented  by  "Today" 
reporter  Paul  Cunningham,  were  reports  on  guerilla  warfare  and 
National  Guard  training  at  Ft.  Bragg,  N.C.,-  the  story  of  what  happens 
to  a  small  town  (Heber  Springs,  Md.)  when  its  National  Guard  unit  is 
mobilized,  and  a  Christmas  feature  in  which  service  men  on  duty  in 
Europe  extended  greetings,  on  film,  to  their  families,  who  were 
gathered  in  "Today’s"  New  York  studios.

GLAMOUR,  PAGEANTRY  AND  EXCITEMENT  OF  OPENING  NIGHT  AT  1964-1965 
NEW  YORK  WORLD'S  FAIR  WILL  BE  PRESENTED  IN  90-MINUTE  NBC-TV 
COLOR  SPECIAL  SPONSORED  BY  UNITED  STATES  STEEL 

The  glamour,  pageantry  and  excitement  of  opening  night  at  the 
1964-1965  New  York  World’s  Fair,  Wednesday,  April  22,  will  be  presented 
in  a  special  90-minute  color  television  program  on  the  NBC-TV  Network 
(7:30-9  P.m.  EST). 

The  program  will  be  produced  by  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company  with  the  cooperation  of  the  New  York  World’s  Fair  1964-1965 
Corporation.  It  will  be  sponsored  by  United  States  Steel,  which  has 
built  --  for  presentation  to  the  fair’s  authorities  -  -the  giant 
Unisphere,  symbol  of  the’ New  York  World’s  Fair. 

The  program’s  executive  producer,  Robert  Bendick,  said,  "The 
star  of  our  show  is  this  fantastic  fair.  This  is  a  once-in-a-lifetime 
fair  and  we  hope  to  make  it  a  once-in-a-lifetime  show." 

The  show  will  provide  viewers  with  rare  live  color  TV  cover¬ 
age  of  an  outdoor  event  at  night.  Three  mobile  color  units  with  a 
total  of  more  than  a  dozen  cameras  will  be  spread  about  the  fair's  646 
acres  to  capture  the  opening  night  festivities. 

Mr.  Bendick  said  a  host,  who  will  be  named  later,  will  take  the 
television  audience  on  a  memorable  tour  of  the  fair's  major  attractions: 
demonstrations  and  exhibits  exploring  man’s  advancements  in  transporta¬ 
tion,  science,  industry,  communications.

The  television  audience  will  see  some  of  the  world's  finest 
and  most  advanced  architecture  in  visits  to  pavilions  of  foreign 
countries,  various  American  states,  and  the  United  States  Government. 

Filming  and  taping  will  commence  several  weeks  before  the  fair 
opens  and  will  continue  through  opening  ceremonies  the  afternoon  of 
April  22.  Among  many  sights  at  the  fair,  Mr.  Bendick  said  the  show  will 
take  viewers  on  Walt  Disney’s  trip  around  the  world,  tableside  at  a 
musical  salute  to  Broadway,  to  rides,  to  foreign  restaurants  serving 
exotic  foods,  and  to  a  demonstration  of  the  closed-circuit  television 
that  will  be  used  to  reunite  lost  children  with  their  parents. 

In  its  panoramic  view  of  the  fair,  the  cameras  will  also 
examine  the  exposition’s  dominant  structure,  the  12-story-high 
Unisphere .

j  Great  Private  Art  Collections  Will  Be  Shown  to  Public 
For  First  Time  on  NBC-TV  Color  Special 

"The  Art  of  Collecting,"  an  NBC-TV  color  special  during  which 
several  of  the  nation's  great  private  art  collections  will  be  shown  for 
the  first  time  to  the  public,  will  be  telecast  Sunday,  Jan.  19  (10  to 
11  p.m.  EST). 

Art  critic  Aline  Saarinen  will  narrate  this  NBC  News  program, 
which  Robert  Northshield  will  write  and  produce.  Mrs.  Saarinen  describes 
an  art  collector  as  one  who  uses  his  taste  and  discrimination  to  collect 
things  that  recall  certain  times,  certain  places  and  certain  people. 

She  will  note  that  many  people  are  "acquirers"  of  various  objects,  but 
that  the  few  with  more  sophistication  and  greater  devotion  to  their 
acquiring  are  the  true  "collectors." 

Notable  American  art  collections  which  will  be  shown  by  their 
owners  in  their  homes  include  collections  of  Robert  Lehman,  an  investment 
banker,  in  New  York;  Norton  Simon,  president  of  Hunt  Foods  and 
Industries  Inc.,  in  California;  New  York’s  Governor  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller^ 
at  the  Governor’s  Mansion  in  Albany,  and  at  a  specially-built  boathouse 
pavilion  on  his  Maine  estate;  Alexander  Girard,  an  interior  designer  and 
architect  in  New  Mexico;  and  John  Denman,  an  airline  pilot  in  Seattle, 
Wash.  Ecch  of  these  collectors  will  be  interviewed  by  Mrs.  Saarinen.

Boychoir,  ballet  dancers  Kirsten  Simone  and  Henning  Kronstam,  and 
Bil  Baird’s  marionettes.  Donald  Voorhees  will  conduct  the  Bell 
Telephone  Orchestra. 

Actress  Jane  Wyatt  of  movie  and  television  fame  will  recite 
Clement  Moore's  poem,  "Twas  the  Night  Before  Christmas,  with  Bil 
Baird's  Marionettes  enacting  the  story.  Bil  Baird’s  marionettes  have 
been  described  in  the  press  as  "magical,”  "fabulous,”  "saucy" 
and  "delightful,"  to  mention  just  a  few  of  their  adjectives. 

Phyllis  Curtin,  soprano  star  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera, 
will  sing  traditional  carols,  making  her  second  appearance  on  the 
series.

The  Columbus  Boychoir  of  Princeton,  N.  J.  will  present 
Christmas  carols  and  noels.  The  Boychoir  School  originated  as  a 
community  enterprise  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  1940  with  an  enrollment  of 
30  boys  from  the  city.  Almost  at  once  the  choir  attracted  attention 
far  beyond  the  city  limits  and  after  local  and  national  radio 
performances,  the  boys  captured  the  hearts  and  critical  praise  of 
New  Yorkers  when  they  made  their  metropolitan  debut  in  Town  Hall  in 
1943.  The  school,  moved  to  Princeton  in  1950,  offers  an  opportunity 
for  combined  musical  and  academic  training  of  high  standard  to  qualifie 
boys  regardless  of  religious  or  social  background. 

The  divertissement  from  Tchaikovsky’s  "The  Nutcracker" 
ballet  will  be  danced  by  Kirsten  Simone  in  the  role  of  the  Sugarplum 
Fairy  and  Henning  Kronstam  as  the  Prince.  The  ballet  was  choreographed 
by  Lev  Ivanov.  Miss  Simone  and  Kronstam  are  stars  of  the  Royal 
Danish  Ballet,  one  of  the  world’s  oldest  ballet  companies.

AN  OPERATING  REALITY  AT  NBC  IN  NEW  YORK 

The  recording  of  color  television  programs  on  film,  called 
color  kinescope  recording,  is  now  an  operating  reality  at  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  in  New  York,  it  was  announced  today  by  William  H. 
Trevarthen,  Vice  President,  Operations  and  Engineering,  National 
Broadcasting  Company. 

NBC  is  now  offering  the  use  of  its  color  kinescope  facilities 
to  companies  desiring  to  economically  make  color  films  for  reference 
files  and  sales  presentations. 

NBC,  since  1956,  has  been  working  on  color  kinescope  recording 
and  has  now  completed  a  system  providing  excellent  results  of  the 
color  recording  of  live  studio  programs  and  of  the  transcribing  of 
color  television  tapes  onto  color  film. 

Before  the  development  of  color  kinescope  recording  there  was 
no  way  to  make  color  film  from  live  color  TV.  NBC  used  the  system  on  a 
trial  basis  with  such  NBC-TV  color  telecasts  as  "Sing  Along  vrith  Mitch" 
and  the  Perry  Como  show,  and  such  color  commercials  as  those  of 
Chevrolet  and  Kraft  Foods.  None  of  the  trials  was  broadcast. 

The  process  was  described  and  displayed  in  detail  to  the 
Society  of  Motion  Picture  and  Television  Engineers  in  Chicago  and  to  the 
National  Academy  of  Television  Arts  and  Sciences. 

The  system  utilizes  a  trinescope  --  three  display  tubes 

to  provide  a  high -resolution  display  of  the  three  primary  colors.

TO  SYNCHRONIZE  TV  PICTURES  FROM  WIDELY  SEPARATED  AREAS, 

AND  IT  IS  AN  OPERATING  REALITY  FOR  NETWORK'S  TELECASTS 

FOR  RELEASE  MONDAY  A»M.  DEC.  9 

A  new  system  called  Audlok,  designed  to  synchronize  the 
broadcasting  of  television  pictures  from  widely  separated  remote 
locations,  has  been  perfected  by  the  NBC  Engineering  Department  and 
is  an  operating  reality  at  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  it 
was  announced  today  by  William  H.  Trevarthen,  Vice  President  of 
Operations  and  Engineering,  NBC. 

The  Audlok  system  consists  of  taking  a  submultiple  foelow 5*000 
cycles  of  the  31*500  synchronizing  generator  signal  and  transmitting 
this  signal,  phase-controlled  over  an  audio  circuit, to  a  distant 
remote  city  and  thus  controlling  the  remote  pictures  so  they  arrive 
back  at  the  originating  city  in  precisely  the  same  time  phase.  "In 
effect,"  Mr.  Trevarthen  said,  "the  pictures  from  the  remote  city 
are  so  timed  and  phased  that  they  match  one  another  precisely  in 
time  and  thus  can  be  switched  to,  or  dissolved  to,  without  picture 
roll-over  or  picture  tear.  When  used  in  this  fashion  if  the  program 
is  being  taped,  the  tape  machines  do  not  suffer  from  servo  hits. " 

NBC  has  been  using  the  system  for  over  a  year,  and  it  has 
been  regularly  used  on  "The  Huntley-Brinkley  Report"  since  Sept.  9* 
1963*  when  that  program  expanded  to  30  minutes.  The  use  of  Audlok 
for  the  Huntley-Brinkley  telecasts  is  of  particular  significance, 
as  this  award  winning  news  program  originates  live  to  the  eastern 
United  States  from  two  cities;  namely.  New  York  and  Washington.

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Switching  is  accomplished  between  the  two  cities  as  if  the  cameras 
were  located  in  one  city  and  is  accomplished  on  the  network  round 
robin.  The  Washington  synchronizing  generators  are  phased  by  New  York 
so  that  the  Washington  picture  which  travels  from  Washington  to 
Atlanta  to  St.  Louis  to  Chicago  and  finally  into  New  York  arrives 
in  New  York  in  precisely  the  same  time  phase  as  the  New  York-originated 
picture.  The  circuit  over  which  Audlok  is  operated  in  this  instance 
is  over  2,800  miles. 

Mr.  Trevarthen  said,  "Audlok  will  have  wide  applications 
in  many  upcoming  events  on  NBC-TV,  including  political  conventions, 
elections,  moon-shots,  and  parades."

THE  STORY 

In  17^1,  composer  George  Frederic  Handel,  after  30  years  of 
acclaim  in  his  adopted  country,  England,  finds  his  reputation  blighted 
by  the  disfavor  with  which  the  music-going  public  regards  Italian 
opera.  A  quarrel  with  a  temperamental  soprano  has  brought  the  wrath  of 
Frederic,  Prince  of  Wales  on  Handel,  despite  the  high  regard  in  which 
Princess  Caroline  holds  him.

Handel  suffers  a  serious  illness  following  public  insult, 
and,  while  ill,  is  inspired  to  compose  a  religious  oratorio  to  the 
Jennens  text.  Because  of  continued  royal  opposition,  "The  Messiah"  is 
given  its  debut  in  Dublin,  with  Mrs.  Cibber  singing  the  leading  role. 
Later,  a  Royal  Command  performance  takes  place  in  London,  at  the 
request  of  King  George  II,  and  Handel* s  musical  eminence  is  once  more 
unchallenged.

IMPLICATIONS  WILL  BE  EXPLORED  IN  NBC  NEWS  TV  COLOR 
SPECIAL  WITH  DAVID  BRINKLEY  THE  REPORTER 

A  new  birth  control  pill  and  its  social  and  religious 
implications  will  be  explored  in  a  full-hour  color  special  on  NBC-TV 
Sunday,  Jan,  12  (10-11  p.m.  EST).  David  Brinkley  will  be  the 
reporter. 

Titled,  "Birth  Control:  How?,"  the  NBC  News  program  will 
include  an  interview  with  Dr.  John  Rock,  director  of  the  Rock 
Reproduction  Study  Clinic  in  Boston  and  co-developer  of  the  first 
oral  contraceptive.  Dr.  Rock,  a  Roman  Catholic,  will  discuss  the 
theory,  detailed  in  his  recent  book,  "The  Time  Has  Come,"  that  the 
pills  are  not  at  variance  with  the  traditional  opposition  of  the 
Catholic  church  to  artificial  contraceptives. 

Dr.  Rock  also  will  explain  some  of  the  new  birth  control 
techniques  that  lie  beyond  the  pill  and,  he  believes,  may  end  the 
long-standing  religious  controversy. 

To  delineate  the  problem,  and  the  methods  Dr.  Rock  proposes 
to  cope  with  it,  Brinkley  will  use  special  filmed  sequences  taken  in 
Kentucky  and  Puerto  Rico  where  birth  control  pills  are  being  distributed 
by  the  Frontier  Nursing  Service  and  the  Family  Planning  Association  in 
tests  being  conducted  under  Dr.  Rock's  supervision.

According  to  Dr.  Rock,  no  religious  problem  is  involved 
in  Kentucky  where  the  dramatic  decrease  in  infant  mortality  has 
resulted  in  the  growth  of  families,  some  with  10  to  12  children. 

Many  of  the  parents  are  unable  to  provide  adequately  in  these  large 
families.  Dr.  Rock  says. 

In  Puerto  Rico,  says  Dr.  Rock,  where  the  population  is 
predominantly  Catholic,  the  Family  Planning  Association  has  succeeded 
in  convincing  a  growing  number  of  women  to  accept  Dr.  Rock’s  theory 
that  the  contraceptive  pills  are  consistent  with  their  religious 
beliefs. 

The  program  will  be  co-produced  by  Stuart  Schulberg  and 
Ted  Yates,  the  NBC  News  team  that  produced  last  season's  award¬ 
winning  series,  "David  Brinkley’s  Journal."

PRESIDENT  KENNEDY'S  ASSASSINATION  RATED  AS  1963'S  MOST  IMPORTANT 
STORY  IN  POLL  CONDUCTED  BY  THE  NBC  NEWS  SYNDICATION  SERVICE 

The  assassination  of  President  John  F.  Kennedy  and  the 
events  generated  by  the  tragedy  rated  as  the  top  news  story  of  1963 
in  a  poll  conducted  by  the  NBC  News  Syndication  service. 


Results  of  the  poll  among  NBC  News  executives,  editors 


domestic  and  foreign  correspondents,  and  clients  of  NBC  News  Program 
Service  were  announced  by  William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice 
President  in  charge  of  NBC  News.  Burroughs  Prince,  Manager  of  NBC 
News  Syndication,  conducted  the  survey. 


The  findings  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  a  half-hour  film 


presentation  for  News  Program  Service  clients  recounting  the  10  most 
important  general  news  stories  of  the  year,  and  the  top  developments 
in  the  world  of  sports. 


Rated  the  second  most  important  story  were  the  events 


relative  to  the  civil  rights  movement  in  the  U.  S.  These  were 
covered  in  the  category  of  "desegregation."  The  developments  included 
the  march  on  Washington  during  the  Summer,  the  Alabama  bombings,  the 
murder  of  NAACP  leader  Medgar  Evers,  and  the  Negro  revolt  in  the  North. 


The  third  most  important  story  of  the  year,  in  the  opinion  of 


the  newsmen  polled,  was  the  war  in  Vietnam  and  all  its  ramifications. 
Fourth  was  the  nuclear  test-ban  treaty,  and  fifth  were  the  developments 
in  the  field  of  religion,  including  the  death  of  Pope  John  XXIII,  the 
coronation  of  Pope  Paul  VI,  and  the  convening  of  the  Ecumenical 


Council. 

Nett  Department,  Room  320 
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Disasters  here  and  abroad  were  rated  the  sixth  most  important 
news  topic  of  1963.  Included  among  them  were  the  loss  of  the  sub¬ 
marine  Thresher,  the  death-dealing  flood  in  the  Piave  Valley  of 
northern  Italy,  the  hurricane  in  Haiti  and  Cuba;  the  earthquake  in 
Skopje,  Yugoslavia,  mine  disasters  in  Pennsylvania  and  West  Germany, 
explosions  in  Indianapolis  and  Marietta  (Ga.),  fires  in  Atlantic  City 
and  Ohio,  and  the  crash  of  the  airliner  in  Montreal  that  resulted  in 
the  death  of  118  persons. 

The  U.S.-U.S.S.R.  race  for  space  was  judged  the  seventh  most 
important  story  in  the  poll.  Included  were  Gordon  Cooper's  22- orbit 
flight,  the  flight  of  the  Russian  female  cosmonaut  and  President 
Kennedy's  proposal  for  a  joint  U.  S. -Russian  moon  project. 

Changes  in  the  leadership  of  Western  governments  rated  as  the 
eighth  top  news  story  of  the  year.  Among  them  were  the  succession  of 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  to  the  Presidency  after  the  death  of  President 
Kennedy,  Sir  Alec  Douglas-Home  replacing  Harold  Macmillan  as  Prime 
Minister  of  Great  Britain,  Ludwig  Erhard  becoming  Chancellor  of  West 
Germany  with  the  retirement  of  Konrad  Adenauer,  and  Lester  Pearson 
succeeding  John  Diefenbaker  as  Prime  Minister  of  Canada. 

Ninth  on  the  list  was  the  Profumo  scandal  in  Great  Britain. 

Rounding  out  the  list  of  the  top  10  stories  were  events  in 
domestic  politics,  including  the  re-marriage  of  New  York  Governor 
Nelson  Rockefeller,  the  rivalry  between  Rockefeller  and  Senator  Barry 
Goldwater  for  the  Republican  Presidental  nomination,  the  re-emergence 
of  Richard  Nixon  on  the  scene,  and  the  entry  of  President  Johnson 
into  the  political  arena  as  a  powerful  force. 

In  the  field  of  sports,  the  sweep  by  the  Dodgers  of  four 
straight  games  over  the  Yankees  in  the  World  Series  was  the  over¬ 
whelming  choice  as  the  top  story  of  the  year.

"Men  play  'Say  When'  better  than  women,"  observed  Art  James 
as  he  discussed  his  NBC-TV  game  show  which  will  celebrate  its  third 
anniversary  on  Jan.  2. 

Men  seem  to  have  more  of  a  sporting  instinct  and  therefore 
play  the  game  less  cautiously  than  distaff  contestants,  according  to 
the  host  of  "Say  When"  (Monday  through  Friday,  10  a.m.  EST). 

It  is  estimated  that  more  than  1,700  contestants  from  all 
over  the  country  have  appeared  on  the  game  show  which  originates  from 
the  NBC  studios  in  New  York.  Women  contestants  have  outnumbered  the 
men  four  to  one.  Despite  this  disparity  in  the  odds,  a  man,  Jean 
Boullianeof  Danbury,  Conn.,  holds  the  record  for  remaining  on  the 
Goodson-Todman  audience  participation  program  the  longest.  He  was 
champion  for  11  days. 

The  format  of  "Say  When"  is  a  simple  one.  Two  contestants 
compete  against  each  other  by  selecting  prizes  and  are  scored  by  the 
retail  value  of  the  prizes  chosen.  The  winner  is  the  contestant 
whose  final  tally  is  closest  to,  without  exceeding,  a  set  limit 
announced  at  the  start  of  each  round.  The  first  contestant  to  win 
two  rounds  is  declared  the  winner  of  the  game,  keeps  all  the  prizes 
he  selected  and  continues  to  play  the  game  against  a  new  challenger. 
The  loser  also  keeps  any  prizes  he  may  have  picked  in  a  winning  round. 
The  bidding  is  usually  fast  and  furious,  with  the  studio  audience 
voicing  an  opinion  whenever  the  contestants  hesitate.

All  of  the  contestants  for  this  daytime  show  are  selected 
from  among  the  studio  audience.  Shirley  Fischer,  who  has  the 
responsibility  for  choosing  the  contestants,  estimates  that  she  inter 
views  about  125  prospective  players  every  day  upon  conclusion  of  the 
program.

How  does  NBC's  "Project  20"  know  when  it  has  a  hit  on  its 

hands? 

"Any  producer  loves  to  get  favorable  press  comments,  high 
ratings  and  top  awards,"  says  Donald  B.  Hyatt,  producer-director  of 
"Project  20,"  which  has  received  such  accolades  in  plenty.  "However, 
we  get  our  greatest  sense  of  satisfaction  when  we  find  the  youth  of 
our  country  responding  to  our  historical  films  like  'That  War  in 
Korea'  and  'Victory  at  Sea,'  and  are  impressed  enough  to  write  and 
express  their  feelings." 

(This  season's  "Project  20"  events  include  "That  War  in 
Korea,"  telecast  Nov.  20;  a  repeat  of  the  90-minute  version  of 
"Victory  at  Sea,"  telecast  Dec.  7;  a  repeat  of  the  program,  "The 
Coming  of  Christ,"  to  be  telecast  in  color  Sunday,  Dec.  22  (7  to 
7:30  p.m.  EST);  and  "The  Red,  White  and  Blue,"  a  program  dealing  with 
American  patriotism,  to  be  telecast  early  in  June.) 

"We  are  gratified  to  know  that  we  are  contributing  to  young 
people's  knowledge  and  understanding  of  history,"  Hyatt  says.  "Class¬ 
rooms  can  do  a  lot  that  'Project  20'  can't.  They  can  present  fact  in 
detail;  we  can't  do  that  in  an  hour  or  90  minutes.  But  we  can  provide 
the  feeling  that  will  stir  intellectual  curiosity  and  make  youngsters 
more  receptive  to  learning."

The  "feeling"  of  history  that  "Project  20"  can  provide  is 
often  impossible  to  achieve  in  a  classroom,  according  to  many  teachers 
who  write  to  Hyatt.  "We  believe  that  feeling  is  more  important  than 
fact,"  he  says.  "Although  children  might  forget  dates  and  exact  names 
of  generals,  if  they  have  an  emotional  experience  of  history  through 
TV  --  if  history  has  been  made  to  live  for  them  --  it  will  stick  with 
them.  A  feeling  you  don’t  forget ;  a  fact  you  do.  Children  are  much 
more  susceptible  than  adults.  If  you  give  them  a  feeling  for  some¬ 
thing,  their  intellectual  curiosity  is  stirred." 

In  such  programs  as  "Victory  at  Sea"  and  "That  War  in  Korea, 
Hyatt  says,  "Project  20"  is  dealing  with  pieces  of  history  of  which 
today's  young  people  were  not  a  part.  "So  many  of  these  children  were 
not  around  during  World  War  II  or  the  Korean  War,"  he  says.  "it  is 
amazing  when  one  stops  to  think  that  a  child  born  at  the  close  of 
World  War  II  would  be  18  today.  A  30- year-  old  today  would  have  lived 
through  that  war  at  the  ages  of  nine  through  12  or  so,  and  would  not 
have  anything  except  vague  childhood  memories  of  it." 

Of  the  hundreds  of  letters  teen-agers  have  written  to 
"Project  20,"  there  is  one  that  particularly  gratifies  Hyatt.  It  was 
dated  Dec.  29,  i960,  and  came  in  soon  after  the  first  presentation  of 
the  90-minute  version  of  "Victory  at  Sea." 

"I  am  a  teen-ager,  born  in  August  of  19^5*  so  1  didn't  know 
very  much  about  war,"  it  said.  "After  watching  your  program,  I  just 
cried.  It  showed  how  Americans  value  their  freedom  with  their  life. 

I  felt  proud  to  be  one,  to  be  free,  to  be  alive." 

Hyatt's  comment  is,  "Can  you  imagine  how  xve  feel  after 
getting  such  a  letter  as  this?  It's  the  greatest  reward  of  all."

OF  THE  NATIONAL  COLLEGIATE  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 
DURING  THE  1964  AND  1965  SEASONS 

The  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  and  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  today  announced  that  NBC  has  been  awarded  ex¬ 
clusive  television  rights  to  the  NCAA  football  schedule  during  the 
1964  and  1965  seasons. 

The  announcement  was  made  jointly  by  Paul  W.  Brechler,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  NCAA  Television  Committee,  and  Carl  Lindemann  Jr.,  Vice 
President  in  charge  of  NBC  Sports. 

The  1964  TV  program  calls  for  telecasts  of  college  games  on 
l4  dates  --  13  Saturdays  starting  Sept.  12  and  continuing  through 
Dec.  5,  and  Thanksgiving  Day.  Nine  of  the  l4  dates  will  have  a  single 
nationally  televised  game,  and  the  other  five  dates  will  have  regional 
telecasts.  Four  games  will  be  televised  on  each  of  the  regional  dates 
--  one  more  than  in  previous  years. 

A  new  feature  of  the  1964-65  program  provides  that  at  least 
four  colleges  which  have  never  been  on  national  or  regional  television 
previously  be  included  each  year.  At  least  two  colleges  which  have 
not  appeared  during  the  preceding  five  years  also  must  be  included. 

No  college  may  be  on  television  more  than  three  times  during  the  two- 
year  program,  and  not  more  than  one  national  telecast  a  year.  Each 
of  the  eight  NCAA  districts  must  be  represented  by  at  least  three 
member  colleges  each  year.

No  incantations  around  a  boiling  cauldron.  No  crystal  ball. 
No  Ouija  board.  Just  an  educated  guess  based  on  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  current  events. 

This  is  the  formula  used  by  NBC  News  correspondents  to 
predict  future  developments  on  NBC-TV’s  year-end  "Projection" 
specials.  That  the  system  works  is  evidenced  by  the  high  average 
of  bulls-eyes  scored  by  correspondents  on  "Projection  ’63”  at  the  end 
of  last  year. 

James  Robinson  forecast  that  Vietnam  would  be  "just  a 
continuing  cancer  for  years  and  years  to  come.  I  think  we  have 
to  enter  the  political  situation  more  and  more,  realizing  that  this 
is  not  a  strictly  military  war...." 

Kenneth  Bernstein  on  conditions  in  South  America:  "I  think 
if  we  have  learned  something  in  the  past  year  of  the  Alliance  for 
Progress  it  is  that  you  can’t  defeat  illiteracy,  injustice, 
disease,  and  poverty  overnight.  And  it  might  be  more  than  we  thought 
the  challenge." 

Bernard  Frizell,  focusing  on  Paris:  "President  de  Gaulle 
will  persist  in  developing  France’s  independent  power  in  a  continuing 
effort  to  give  Western  Europe  a  voice  equal  to  that  of  the  United 
States  in  world  affairs."

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Sander  Vanocur  on  U.  S.  relations  with  the  European  Common 
Market:  "You  may  not  think  it  is  important  in  the  context  of  history, 
but  a  lot  of  people  in  this  country  are  concerned  about  frozen 
chickens.  They  think  Europe  under  the  European  Common  Market  is 
becoming  a  tight  protectionist  unit,  and  it  is  stopping  the  sale, 
for  example,  of  our  chickens. 

Richard  Valeriani  on  Cuba:  "...despite  increasing  hardships, 
Fidel  Castro  and  his  Communist  regime  will  survive  for  another 
year  as  one  of  our  most  annoying  Cold  War  problems." 

Joseph  C.  Harsch  foresaw  the  possibility  of  "the  U.S.  and 
Soviet  Ifiion  doing  some  business  together,"  and  Piers  Anderton 
predicted  that  Konrad  Adenauer  would  resign  as  Chancellor  of  West 
Germany  and  his  successor  would  be  Ludwig  Erhard. 

On  Sunday,  Dec.  29,  NBC  News  correspondents  will  take  a 
look  into  probable  world  developments  in  1964.  The  NBC-TV  color 
program  ( 10-11  p.m.,  EST)  is  titled,  "Projection  '64."

The  sellout,  to  four  national  advertisers,  was  accomplished 
in  less  than  two  days  after  NBC,  on  Dec.  17,  was  awarded  exclusive  TV 
rights  to  the  NCAA  football  schedule  during  the  1964  and  1965  seasons. 

One- quarter  sponsorship  each  was  purchased  by  Chrysler 
Corporation,  General  Cigar  Co.  Inc.,  The  Gillette  Co.  and  Texaco  Inc. 

The  1964  TV  program  calls  for  telecasts  of  college  games 
on  14  dates  --  13  Saturdays  starting  Sept.  12  and  continuing  through 
Dec.  5,  and  Thanksgiving  Day.  Nine  of  the  14  dates  will  have  a  single 
nationally  televised  game,  and  the  other  five  dates  will  have  regional 
telecasts.

HOPE  (BOB)  AND  GOOD  CHEER  ARE  AHEAD  FOR  GI’S 
IN  MEDITERRANEAN  AREA  AND  THE  MIDDLE  EAST 
AS  TROUPE  STARTS  16,000-MILE  YULE  TOUR 


LOS  ANGELES,  DEC.  19  --  Bob  Hope  was  packed  and  ready,  but 
last-minute  advice  from  his  personal  physician  forced  him  to  delay  by 
48  hours  his  scheduled  takeoff  today  on  his  annual  Christmas  visit  to 
GI!s  overseas. 

Two  more  days’  rest  for  Hope  were  ordered  by  his  physician 
as  a  result  of  his  "general  physical  reaction  to  recent  treatments." 
Earlier  this  month,  the  comedian  underwent  photo-coagulation  of  a  blood 
clot  in  his  left  eye. 

The  Hope  troupe  left  here  this  morning  by  military  jet  as 
scheduled  on  the  l6, 000-mile  tour  of  U.  S.  military  bases  in  the 
Mediterranean  area  and  Middle  East.  Hope  will  leave  Los  Angeles  by 
commercial  airliner  Saturday  to  join  the  group  in  Ankara,  Turkey,  on 
Sunday . 


This  year’s  troupe,  an  attractive  Yuletide  package  from 
Hollywood,  includes  Tuesday  Weld,  Anita  Bryant,  Jerry  Colonna,  the  Earl 
Twins  (Ruth  and  Jane),  Miss  USA  (Michele  Metrinko),  John  Bubbles,  Peter 
Leeds  and  Les  Brown  and  his  Band  of  Renown. 

First  stop  in  the  12-day  USO  and  Defense  Department  sponsored 
tour,  will  be  Turkey  where  the  troupe  will  entertain  for  five  days 
performing  eight  shows  at  military  installations  both  large  and  small. 

For  example,  on  Christmas  Eve  Hope  will  be  playing  to  an  audience  of

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Air  Force,  Navy  and  Army  personnel  at  Diyarbakir  Air  Base  in  Turkey, 
and  on  Christmas  Day  at  Cigli  Air  Base  in  Iznir,  Turkey. 

From  Turkey  the  Hope  troupe  flies  to  the  island  of  Crete, 
then  to  Athens,  then  to  Tripoli,  Libya,  and  the  final  stop  will  be  Naples 
aboard  the  U.S.S.  Shangri-La,  anchored  in  the  picturesque  bay. 

Filmed  highlights  of  the  tour,  Hope’s  12th  to  overseas  bases 
at  Christmas,  will  be  broadcast  as  a  90-minute  TV  special,  "Chrysler 
Presents  the  Bob  Hope  Christmas  Show"  Friday,  Jan.  17  (NBC-TV  Network, 
in  black  and  white  only,  8:30-10  p.m.  EST).  This  will  be  Hope’s  first 
90-minute  Christmas  TV  show. 

Hope's  visits  to  Turkey  and  Greece  this  year  will  be  "firsts" 
in  his  world-hopping  for  GI’s.  He  previously  entertained  servicemen  in 
Italy  on  his  1958  tour  when  he  also  visited  North  Africa. 

He  made  his  first  overseas  trek  in  19^8  to  Berlin,  seven  years 
after  presenting  his  initial  soldier  show-  at  March  Field,  Calif.  In  19^-9 
he  went  to  Alaska;  the  following  year  to  the  Pacific;  in  195^  Greenland; 
in  1955  to  England  and  Iceland;  1958  again  to  Alaska;  1957  to  the  Orient; 
1958  to  the  Azores,  North  Africa,  Iceland  and  Europe;  1959  back  to 
Alaska;  i960  to  the  Caribbean;  1961  to  Newfoundland  and  Greenland,  and 
last  year  a  return  to  the  Far  East. 

Christmas  1951  and  1953  found  Hope  entertaining  at  the  Veterans 
Hospital  in  Long  Beach,  Calif.  In  1952  he  carved  turkey  at  his  own 
family  dining  table  in  North  Hollywood. 

Honors  for  his  dedication  to  American  servicemen  at  home  and 
abroad  have  been  varied  and  numerous.  The  late  President  John  F.  Kennedy 
presented  Hope  with  a  Congressional  Gold  Medal  for  "services  to  his 
country  in  the  cause  of  world  peace"  on  Sept.  11,  1963.  Ceremonies  in 
the  White  House  Rose  garden  were  attended  by  100  members  of  Congress.

They  show  how,  in  the  nuclear  age,  our  power 
was  ineffective  in  dealing  with  a  poverty-stricken  country  of  six 
million  people  on  the  one  hand,  and  effective  against  the  second  great¬ 
est  poitfer  in  the  world  on  the  other." 

The  Xerox  Corporation  will  sponsor  the  Jan.  26  program,  "Cuba: 
Bay  of  Pigs,"  which  will  trace  events  from  President  Eisenhower's 
announcement  in  March,  i960,  that  he  had  decided  to  proceed  with  plans 
for  organizing  and  training  a  military  force  of  Cuban  exiles,  through 
April,  1961,  and  the  failure  of  the  invasion  force.

"LUCIA  di  LAMMERMOOR"  DONIZETTI 1 S  MOST  FAMOUS  WORK 
NBC  Opera  Company  to  Present  Opera  in  English 

Gaetano  Donizetti  composed  64  operas  and  operettas  in 
addition  to  "Lucia  di  Lammermoor,  "  but  it  is  principally  by  this  work 
that  he  is  best  known  in  the  world  of  opera.  The  NBC  Opera  Company 
will  present  "Lucia"  in  English  Sunday,  Jan,  19  on  the  NBC-TV  Network 
in  color  (2-4  p.m.  EST). 

During  his  lifetime  (1797-1849)  Donizetti  achieved  dazzling 
game.  His  operas  held  the  stage  throughout  Italy.  He  composed  rapidly 
and  most  of  his  works  have  not  survived  the  tests  of  time.  However, 
in  addition  to  "Lucia,"  several  works  are  performed,  though  not  so 
frequently.  Two  comedies,  "L'Elizir  d'Amore"  and  "Don  Pasquale,"  are 
perhaps  the  most  widely  played.  Such  operas  as  "La  Figlia  del 
Regimento"  or  "Linda  di  Chamonix"  are  sometimes  revived  for  a. noted 
singer.  In  recent  years,  the  historic  tragedy,  "Anna  Bolena,"  has  alsc 
been  revived  with  success. 

Most  critics  attribute  Donizetti's  success  to  his  easy  and 
gracious  flow  of  melody.  In  the  period  in  which  he  wrote,  it  was  the 
singers  who  dominated.  Composers  wrote  arias  and  concerted  numbers  to 
help  "show  off"  the  voices  —  and  singers  were  encouraged  by  audiences 
and  composers  to  embellish  the  music  with  vocal  decorations  of  their  ow 
devising.

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To  many  opera-goers,  "Lucia  di  Lammermoor"  means  the 
"sextette"  and  the  "mad  scene."  But  the  opera  is  far  more  than  that. 

In  Sir  Walter  Scott’s  "The  Bride  of  Lammermoor,"  the  novel  on  which  the 
opera  libretto  is  based,  Donizetti  found  a  worthy  dramatic  subject. 

The  tale  of  two  young  lovers  from  feuding  families,  a  situation  which 
also  is  the  basis  of  "Romeo  and  Juliet,"  inspired  Donizetti  to  create 
one  of  his  most  viable  lyric  dramas.  In  the  NBC  Opera  Company 
production,  producer  Samuel  Chotzinoff  hopes  to  emphasize  the  dramatic 
values  as  well  as  the  musical  ones. 

The  title  role  of  "Lucia"  has  attracted  every  coloratura 
soprano  since  the  opera  was  first  composed  in  1835,  and  such  famous 
singers  as  Melba,  Patti,  Sembrich,  Galli-Curci,  Pons,  Callas  and 
Sutherland  have  won  worldwide  plaudits. 

Lucia  is  the  daughter  of  the  Ashton  family,  whose  fortunes 
are  at  a  low  ebb.  She  is  in  love  with  Edgardo  of  Ravenswood,  son  of  a 
rival  family.  Secretly  she  and  Edgardo  have  vowed  their  love  and 
exchanged  rings.  But  while  Edgardo  is  away,  Lucia’s  brother  Lord 
Ashton,  using  a  forged  letter,  convinces  Lucia  that  Edgardo  has  been 
unfaithful  to  his  vows.  Lucia  is  forced  by  her  brother. to  wed  Lord 
Arthur  Bucklaw  so  that  their  wealth  and  position  will  be  made  secure. 

At  the  moment  of  singing  the  wedding  contract,  Edgardo  reappears,  and 
the  famous  sextette  occurs  in  a  scene  of  tense  drama.  Edgardo  denounces 
Lucia,  and  later  Lucia  goes  mad  and  murders  her  husband.  Then  follows 
the  "mad  scene"  in  which  Lucia  appears  before  the  celebrating  i-jedding 
guests,  dagger  in  hand,  and  sings  to  her  lover  Edgardo.  Ashton 
realizes  his  cruelty  and  .is  remorseful.  The  opera  provides  the  tenor 
(Edgardo),  too,  with  a  dramatic  solo  scene.  Alone  in  the  family 
cemetery,  he  commits  suicide  after  he  learns  of  Lucia’s  innocence.

Special"  series,  it  was  announced  today  by  Peter  Molnar,  executive 
producer  of  the  90-minute  programs. 

Sportscaster  Bud  Palmer  will  be  the  host  of  "NBC  Sports 
Special."  The  series  begins  Saturday,  Jan,  4  (4:30-6  p.m.  EST)  with 
coverage  of  an  international  hockey  game  between  Russia's  touring 
national  team  and  the  University  of  Denver,  plus  an  interview  with  and 
films  of  Navy  quarterback  Roger  Staubach  and  films  of  outstanding  plays 
of  the  1963  collegiate  football  season. 

Previously  announced  along  with  the  hockey  game  for  coverage 
by  "NBC  Sports  Special"  were  two  top  events  of  the  U.  S.  indoor  track 
season  --  the  Los  Angeles  Times  Indoor  Games  and  the  National  AAU  In¬ 
door  Track  and  Field  Championships  --  and  an  Army-Navy  Sports  Weekend. 

Molnar  pointed  out  that  the  series  will  stress  competition 
and  action.

The  Russian  team,  which  won  the  world  hockey  championship 
in  Stockholm  last  Winter  and  is  predominantly  the  same  team  that  will 
represent  Russia  in  the  1964  Winter  Olympics,  is  currently  touring  in 
the  United  States.  In  the  first  six  games  of  the  tour  against 
Eastern  opponents,  the  speedy  and  rugged  Russians  won  five  games  and 
tied  one,  averaging  better  than  seven  goals  per  game. 

The  team  captain  is  Boris  Maiorov,  whose  twin  brother  also  is 
a  squad  member.  The  team’s  top  forward  line,  Veniamin  Alexandrov, 
Alexander  A?.metov  and  Konstantin  Loktev,  played  together  on  Russia’s 
i960  Olympic  team. 

The  University  of  Denver  team,  coached  by  Murray  Armstrong, 
has  been  one  of  the  leading  collegiate  hockey  teams  in  the  country  in 
recent  years.  The  Pioneers  captured  the  NCAA  title  in  1958 *  i960  and 
1961,  and  were  runner-ups  last  year.  They  recently  split  two  games 
with  the  U.  S.  Olympic  team,  and  tied  and  lost  in  a  pair  of  games 
against  the  Canadian  Olympic  team. 

Among  the  Pioneers'  key  performers  are  co-captain  Billy  Staub, 
an  All-American  last  year,  and  sophomore  goalie  Buddy  Blom,  who  played 
with  the  Canadian  junior  champions  in  1961-62. 

Palmer  will  report  the  play-by-play  in  the  hockey  game. 

During  intermission,  sportscaster  Jim  Simpson  will  interview  All 
American  quarterback  andHeisman  Trophy  winner  Staubach,  who  will  give 
his  own  comments  as  his  outstanding  plays  of  the  past  football  season 
are  shown.
